$1,000 to $2,000 for his farm, and easy pay- 
ments are provided for.

The death of a man almost under the 
stick of a brutal guard and the horrible 
disfigurement of anothér, who was blown 
up in the quarry because the same 
would not permit him to wet a charge of 
powder before drawing it, attarcted atten- 
tion and aroused some indignation. They 
didn't excite the authorities, however, and 
the brutal guard still wears his uniform 
and wields his club.

Among the inmates of the institution 
during September and October of this year, 
however, was a man with intelligence 
enough to appreciate the value of facts as 
they were presented to him, culture enough 
to reduce his knowledge to writing without 
forcing what he considered to be his per- 
sonal grievances into prominence. This man 
prepared a statement for the Post-Dis- 
patch. It is appended, but the name of 
the writer withheld. He feels the dis- 
grace of ha¥ing been in prison, and is de- 
sirous to avoid publicity, though he makes 
no claim that he Wid not deserve punish- 
ment. He has one habit, and that habit 
got him into trouble with the police, and 
resulted in his tnearceration in the Work- 
house. His statement, exactly’ as written 
by himself, follows: \ 

“During the months of September and 
October i had the misfortune to be in the 
city workhouse. 

“On arriving the prisoners are conducted 
to the bath and then receive the outfit, 
which consists of underwear, overalls and 
blue shirt. Herr commences the first part 
of the economy practiced. A prisoner must 
wear his own shoes, coat, vest and hat. 
Consequently on his discharge he emerges 
with clothes worn out in the quarry and 
oftentimes presents the appearance of a 
vagrant, although on kis entrance he was 
tole rably clad, 

“A¢ 5 o'clock when the men come from 
work the new arrival is sent into the din- 
ing room for supper. The meal consists of 
a piece of bread and a bow! containing half 
a pint of skilly, which is totally uneatable. 
Not one in fifty touch it, but ‘regularly 
each evening the farce is gone through 
of serving it, removing it and emptying it 
into the sewer. 

„After supper all retire to the éells, each 
ef which is supposed to contain ten men 
when fully occupied. For two men one 
thin blanket is supplied. At 9 o’clock the 
bell rings for sleep. Between 6 and 9 there 
is singing, talking, shouting, and at times 
the vilest language used without any inter- 
ference on the part of the night guards. . 

“Early in the morning the bell rings and 
all are supposed to wash. For this purpose 
mm soap ig provided. and two towels are 
Supposed o dr 3% men. 

Apropos of. P., on Saturday each man 
Has td take a bath. Two large tubs are 
provided, one for white and one for colored. 
A small thin piece of soap is given each 
man. It is barely sufficient for the bath, 
and no more soap is issued until the follow- 
ing Saturday. In these two tubs about 350 
men bathe without the water being 
changed. 


“The morning after arrival the newcomer 
goes to the quarry where he makes the ac- 
quaintance of Gus, the celebrated guard. He 
is given a task. and starts to work. Some of 
the playful tricks of Gus were: On a warm 
day in September a man with two crutches, 
and old and feeble, took a rest from the 
heat under the ledge. Gus observed im., 
and walking overhead, he poured a bucket 
of water on him. This provoked great laugh- 
ter from the admirers of Gus. 

“A young man named Eldridge, after 
some. dispute about; work, was. struck on 
the head with a club, the blood flowed so 
freely that Gus got alarmed and desisted, 
although it was said he had orders from 
Supt. Carr to punish Eldridge. A bucket of 
water was procured and after washing the 
man became so weak that he was allowed 
to quit work and lie on a heap of rock. 


“The death of a convict which attracted 
much attention occurred in this way: The 
man fell ddwn. Gus said: I'll soon cure him 
of his whisky fits,’ and attacked him with 
a club. The treatment resulted in death. 

“But the greatest and most brilliant 
achievement of Gus is the invention of the 
‘whipping barrel.’ Under the large sh in 
the quarry he has a barrel. The prisonér se- 
lected for punishment is compelled to lie 
across the ba rrel, with his head secured by 
a leather strap, so that he cannot move it. 
The guard then flogs the man publicly. The 
barrel and equipments are under the shed. 

“Every guard believes he can use his club 
or his fist on a prisoner whenever he 
pleases. In the whole institution no rules or 
regulations are published or visible. For the 
slightest fault a P broug? may be punished

spacial representatives of the Aetna 

Tite Insurance Co., who were sent out to 
St. Paul from the New York office. A care- 
ful examination was made of the corpse 
to find evidences of the injection of poison 
into the system by means of a hypodermic 
syringe and the heart and stomach were 
removed and turned over to a chemist 
of national reputation for analysis. 

This chemical analysis has not yet been 
completed, but endugh has been learned 
since to convinee the insurance men that 
no traces of poison are likely to be found. 
It is now claimed that Hunt Injected prus- 
sic acid into his arm during the afternoon 
and then so securely bound a handkerchi¢g 
around the arm above the elbow that the 
insidious poison did not find its way into 
the system until the bandage was removed 
and the blood allowed .to circulate.

al. "Albert Akers, special representative | 
of the home office of the Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. of New York, came here a few 
days ago to investigate the mystery sur- 
rounding the death of Capt. Hunt and the 
remarkable claim preferred by the Widow 
McCue. The story narrated above was 
told by Col. Akers to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Southern Hotel this morn- 
ing. 

Col. Akers said: “Our company had 
reason to suspect that all was not ht 
in the Hunt claim and began an iInvestiga- 
tion. Hunt died under pecullar circum- 
stances at St. Paul on September 30. He 
had taken out the bulk of his insurance 
within a few weeks before his death and 
being a man whose circumstances would 
not admit of his carrying such large poli- 
cies we naturally began to look into the 
matter. The Aetna Co. carried a $20,000 
risk and caused the ) body to be exhumed. 


“As our company , was deeply interested, 
they kept us informed as to the progress 
they were making on the case.
